Thomas L. Harris and Timothy Mulally 
confessed to Chief of Detectives Desmond 
Tuesday afternoon that they stole 1,000,000 
tobacco tags from the Tower Grove house 
of the Continental Tobacco Co. a week ago. 


Harris said he was an employe of the 
company and left a window unfastened in 
the Tower Grove house 80 that he and Mul- 
lally could enter without difficulty. 

The men were arrested Monday night at

At Fargo "President Begins 
the Day by Speaking on 
Philippines, 


FARGO, 8. D., April 7.—President Roose- 
velt’s train arrived here at 4 o'clock this 
morning. At 8:30 Mr. Roosevelt and his 
party entered carriages and drove through 
the streets. 

After a short drive to a public heresies 
the President delivered an address on ‘he 
Philippines to @ great throng. 


Philippines, 80 peculiar, so delicate, so dif- 
ficult and so remote, is to put the best man 
possible in charge and then give:-him the 
heartiest possible support, and the freest 
possible hand. 

“This is what has been done with Gov. 
Taft.’ Thei? is not in this nation a higher 
or finer type <f public servant than Gov. 
Taft. He has »°ndered literally, inestim- 
able service, not on'v to the people of the 
Philippines islands, bet also to the people 


in those islands. He has been able to do 
it, because from the beginnmg he has 
been given absolute support by the war de- 
partment, under Secretary Root. 

“With the cessation of organized resiat- 
ance the civil government assumed its 
proper position of headship. The army in 
the Philippines is now one of the instru- 
Inents through which Gov. Taft does his 
admirable work. The civil government, of 
which Gov. Taft is head, is supreme, and 
it wlll do well in the future as it has in 
the past because it will be backed up in 
the future as it has been in the past.” 

At 10 o'clock he returned to his car and 
resumed his tour.

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THE PRESIDENT’S INCONSISTENCY, 


President Roosevelt's.answer to the Iowa Republicans who 
Want the tariff on trust products repealed and to the great 
mass of Republicans and Democrats throughout the West who 
demand a fair revision of the extreme tariff schedules of the 
Dingley tariff law is an emphatic no. 

The President places no value upon tariff repeal as a remedy 
for trust extortion. In fact, he sneers at the suggestion, His 
reason for opposing the repeal of the tariff taxes on trust prod- 
ucts is that in striking at the big trusts we may hit the smaller 
independent manufacturers. 

But the President's objection does not touch the Wrong to the 
people involved in the protection of monopolies, If the trusts 
are able to make such perfect combinations that they can oon- 
trol prices and thus extort unreasonable profits out of the 
American people the main question concerns the protection of 
the people from these extortionate monopolies, not the protec- 
tion of the smaller corporations which are incidentally enabled 
to share in the spoils of monopoly. 

The tariff wall is the opportunity of the monopoly combina- 
tion. It makes the combination for the control of the home 
market possible, 

Figuratively speaking, the government, through the tariff 
holds the consumer while the trust monopoly goes through his 
pockets, the smaller independent corporation taking what the 
trust overlooks, : 

The President praises the repeal of the tariff on anthracite 
coal which his party was forced ot accomplish by the obvious 
justice of the popular demand. But there is as much justice 
in the demand for tariff repeal as a relief from trusts other 
than the ooal trust, although circumstances do not make it so 
obvious. It should not be necessary to have a great strike t 
a stop to the production ‘of a commodity controlled by a trust to 
enable the President to see the wrong involved in monopoly pro- 
tection. 

Neither publicity, nor the anti-rebate law, nor the expedition of 
the anti-trust cases touches the privilege the government offers 
the trusts through the tariff to cliarge exorbitant prices for their 
products.

If as he declares, ‘““‘We would be false to the historic 
principles of our government, if we discriminated, either by 
legislation or administration, either for or against a man be- 
cause of either his wealth or his poverty,” are we not false to 
those principles when we discriminate in favor of special inter- 
ests against the people—are we not doubly false when these 
favored interests are monopoly combines?

students or their parents wiil permit. 
It is Mr. Carnegie’s: deside to place each 
student who has been ill in precisely the 
same pecuniary condition he occ upied at 
the outbreak of the epidemic. The gift Is 
applicable to all sick students, those who 
withdrew from the university as well as 
those who remained at Ithaca. 
The executive committee of the board of 
trustees, at a special meeting, referred the 
execution of Mr. Carnegie’s plan to the 
Cornell infirmary committee wi.u power to 


carry it out. resident Schurman will 
communicate at once with all students 
concerned. It is estimated that there 


have been 200 Cornell students ill with the 
fever and that the average expense of 
each will be $250. Mr. Carnegie’s gift will 
thus amount to at least $50,000.
